is fast becoming th*1 city center

At present, however 
it is estimated that the city gets 
not less than threa-fourths of its 
support directly from serving the 
local agricultural industry. If the 
future of Ada should be like its 
past, the proportion of its depend­ 
ence on agriculture is not apt to 
shrink much, as the growth of the 
surrounding agriculture will prob­ 
ably almost keep puce with the de­ 
velopment of municipal industries. 
Should Ada become an oil city, a 
much larger part of its prosperity 
will come from oither sources than 
the farms, at least temporarily. In 
that case, however, to judge from 
local reports and the experience of 
other Oklahoma towns, it is likely 
that Ada will always obtain as much 
as half of its income from the 
performance of its original func­ 
tions as an agricultural center. 
None who realizes tne foregoing 
facts regarding the true relations 
between an agricultural city and its 
j surrounding farming country wil! 
have any trouble deciding what the 
spirit and feelings between the two 
should be. How this attitude may 
be put into practice in the Ada com­ 
munity is a problem which many of 
the leading farmers and business 
men are solving satisfactorily ev­ 
ery day in their dealings with one 
another, and it is a problem which 
all will try to solve who want their 
community to prosper.

It is natural to think of a city 
and the farming country around it 
as two separate communities. When 
a farmer enters Ada, he is likely 
o fpf*l that he is awaw from home. 
An Ada business man who drives 
out of the city limits, usually has 
a sense of being 
in 
a 
different 
world. So striking is the difference 
between the city and 
the 
open 
country that the two 
are 
often 
thought of as antagonistic in inter­ 
ests, and feeling betv/een country 
and city is common everywhere. 
Every thoughtful farmer or city 
man, however, while seeing the dif­ 
ferences between city and country, 
realizes that the interests of the 
two are somehow so tied together 
that harm to one always means 
harm to the other. The Ada mer­ 
chant or banker who inquires anx­ 
iously about the condition of the 
cotton crop in Pontotoc county un­ 
derstands this fact. Someone has 
likened the agricultural town and 
its 
farming 
country 
to 
different 
parts of the same body, as the heart 
and lungs, each necessary to the ex 
L. I istence of the body and to the wel­ 
fare of the 
other. 
Investigations 
show that there is no such thing 
as a farming country without its 
town. The farming country, as it 
develops, in order to carry out its 
essential functions of 
marketing, 
banking, buying supplies, etc., must 
and always does soon create a town 
in its center. So, an agricultural 
town grows into

strictly • organic part of the farm 
ing country around it. The primary

Last year thirty million 
tons of raw materials were 
fed into the portland ce­ 
ment mills of this country, 
and the finished product 
came out in approximately 
400 million sacks. To han­ 
dle all this material through 
the long process of pulver­ 
izing, burning, and pulver­ 
izing again, with such care 
that a handful taken at ran­ 
dom from any sack would 
meet the exacting specifica­ 
tions of leading engineering 
societies and the Govern­ 
ment—that was the manu­ 
facturers’ task. 
Materials must be handled in great 
quantities in a cement plant, other­ 
wise the cost (less now per pound 
than that of any comparable man­ 
ufactured product) would be pro­ 
hibitive. The product must be uni­ 
form and of high quality, for the 
permanence of great structures, 
and even life itself, depends on it. 
This great task is simplified by 
fifty years of study and experi­ 
mentation in quality control. But 
it still calls for constant routine 
testing by highly skilled artisans 
and chemists. 
Take the cement plant chemist, 
for instance. Workmen guided by 
his instructions proportion the 
various raw materials a ton or 
more at a time. The tests which 
he makes to determine these pro­ 
portions must be so precise that 
the glass enclosed balance used 
for weighing is accurate to the 
nearest ten thousandth of a gram. 
There are 454grams to the pound. 
Such a balance will quickly detect 
the difference in weight of a piece 
of paper before and after you have 
written your name on it. 
Few industrial products require 
as great care in their manufacture 
as portland cement and few get it 
sd uniformly. 
The guiding hand of the chemist 
and his assistants is seen and felt 
at every point in the process of 
manufacture—in the quarry or 
pit where the raw materials aire 
obtained—in thegrindingdepart- 
ment where die raw materials are 
proportioned, mixed and ground 
—in the burning department 
where under intense heat the 
chemical transposition takes place 
—in the finished grinding depart* 
ment where the raw materials 
now transformed into clinker be­ 
come the fine powder we call 
portland cement. 
Some tests are made every ^m in­ 
utes—some hourly. Some samples 
are being taken continuously with 
automatic samplers—others are 
snatched at random from the 
conveyors. Whatever experience 
dictates is necessary to insure uni­ 
formity and high quality—that is 
done.
